by T. W. Moore, a relative, some fifty 
years ago, is a letter in which tin- 
writer, tells how the verses 
be written and how it happened that 
they were eventually published.

This season it has as its companion 
in the library of the New York County 
Historical society in Central Park West 
a photojiraphic copy of the oriprinal 
text enlarged suihciently to enable it 
to be easily road, for though tho orig­ 
inal cliirography is quite remarkable 
for a man of Dr. ]Moore’s years—eighty- 
two Miien he indited the poem—it 
is line and old-fa^hbMiod, and there­ 
fore somewhat diflicult to read. 
The innovation has proved a rare 
treat to the library patrons, and it is 
interesting to uote with what rever­ 
ence it is handled by men and women 
whose chikUuiod days are long past, 
yet whose holiday memories are still 
bright. Two pages and a half are con­ 
sumed in committing 
the poem 
to 
paper, and the repetition of the old 
familiar lines brings to mind pleasant

The lines were written as a Christ­ 
mas gift for the author’s two young

hters nearly a century ago, but it

companying tho original manuscript 
when it was presented to the society 
by T. AV. ISIoore, a relative, some fifty 
years ago, is a letter in which the 
writer tells how the verses came to 
be wrFtten and how it happened that 
they were eventually published. 
Mr. ]\Iooi*e lived at the time in a 
handsome house overlooking the Hud­ 
son, at Ninth avenue and Twenty- 
third street. Then Chelsea, like Green­ 
wich village, further south, was quite 
remote from the city. P^ach was large­ 
ly populated 
by the Dutch settlers 
from Nieuw Amsterdam. 
Living near 
his country seat was a portly, rubi­ 
cund 
Dutchman, who suggested 
to 
him the idea of making St. Nicholas 
the hero of a Christmas piece for his 
I'hildrou. 
It was, however, with no thought of 
its ever being published that 
Mr. 
Moore wrote the poem, but the lines 
were copied by a relative of the au­ 
thor in her album. 
From it another 
cop3' was made by a friend of hers 
from Troy, 
{^ome time later, much to 
the surprise of Dr. Moor<?, it 
the first time publisb.ed in a news­ 
paper. J3y such small chance was this 
choice little poem saved for posterity. 
In those days there was no sueh 
celebration of Christmas as is now the 
case, but Dr. Moore, having absorbed 
the ancient traditions of hi*^ Dutch 
neighbors, wove them into the poem 
for his children. 
I lf did more than 
that, for he built up around the cen­ 
tral thought an interpretation which 
has gradually come to be our own. 
As some one has so aptly said, it has 
beconxe so much part and parcel of our 
literature that it seldom occurs to peo­ 
ple it ever had an author.

A Gallic cock now adorns the Pont 
do Kcld on the Rhine at Strasbourg 
whore but only the other day sat erect 
the griiitn *«f Baden, symbolizing the 
iron heel upon Alsace. 
The Idea of 
the setting up of the Gallic cock w*is 
that of tin Fiench general, Cerncsaon, 
the first ofhc'ci' in charge of the engi­ 
neers in a freed Strasbourg. 
The

was 
put 
before 
General 
illrschauer 
and

immediately 
adopted. The sculptor chosen to carve 
the emblematic bird was the Alsatian 
Schultz. 
Since the peace treaty gave 
France possession of the entire length 
of the Rhine bridges, the Gallic cock 
In bronze lias been placed aloft on the 
right bank of the Rhine. 
It has an 
air. that bird, the air of the king of 
the barnyard lustily crowing at dawn. 
It may be hailing peace, but the cock 
is naturally a martial bird and this 
particular one with Us eye fixed on 
Germany certainly commands respect. 
It had been th e Intention to use tho 
bronze of a kaiser statue In the cast­ 
ing of the Pont de Kehl cock, but the 
statue of William I before the palace 
In Strasbourg was found to belle its 
appearance and to be merely compo­ 
sition.

workers say. 


The figures available in the records of a leading life insurance com- 


pany, industrial department, during the months of July, August and 
September, this year, .show exceedingly low mortality rates from the acute 
infectious diseases of children, measly, scarlet fever, whooping cough and 
diphtheria, as compared with the corre.-pond ing months of previous years. 
Typhoid fever shows a low death rate. This is encouraging because it is a 
sign of sanitary progress throughout the country. Diarrhea and enteritis, 
infantile into.-tinal diseases which'have their maximum incidence during 
the summer in the eastern and central part of the United States, showed 
this year one of the lowest rates on record. The diseases and conditions 
associated with child hearing also indicate* improvement over the figures 
for preceding summers. Beginning with the month of September, there 
was a slight increase in the death rate for influenza and pneumonia, not 
enough, however, to warrant the conclusion that the epidemic conditions 
of last year would he repeated. 


Public health officials, and the health service of the life insurance 


companies, are watching carefully the current mortality returns with a 
view to controlling, so far as possible, any unfavorable mortality situation, 
should it arise. The United States public health service has suggested that 
local and state health departments outline an ad-equate program for the 
control of epidemics of respiratory disease. The life insurance companies 
are urging their policy holders who have had influenza or pneumonia to 
consult with their family physicians frequently in order to combat airy of 
the effects of such diseases upon the heart, kidneys or lungs.

Tliu health statistics of the lenclincr citie.s of the United States, anrl 
for the iiisuranre e()mi)aiiieR, .•show that the mortality has been lower and 
health ronditions in general more favor, hlo during the la,st summer than 
during any rorrppjinnding period in rcccjit yeans. 
Public health workers 
attribute much of Ibis low mortality to tl.n cool, comfortable weather pre- 
vailing throughout the summer and to tho fact that the influenza epidemic 
of last fall and winter caused the prjmature deaths of many persons suf- 
fering from chronic di.<!capes. 
These deaths would have occurred under 


ordinary conditions tlirougiiout the spring and summer of 1919, healtli 
workers sav. 


The fiffurop avni]al)lo 
tho reoonh 
of a loarling life insurance com- 
pany, industrial clp]>arlmont, dnrinj? Iho months of July, August and 
September, this year, show exceediniily lo^v mortality rates from the acute 
infectious diseases of children, measles, scarlet fever, wliooping cough and 
diphtheria, as compared M'ith the corre.-ponding months of previous years. 
Typhoid fever showi^ a low death rate. I'liis is encouraging because it is a 
sign of sanitary progress throughout the countiy. 
Diarrhea and enteritis, 
infantile intestinal diseases which'have their maximum incidence during 
tho summer in the eastern and central part of the United States, showed 
tliis year one of the lovr-est rates on record. 
The diseases and conditions 
associated with child bearing also indicate improvement over the figures 
for preceding summers. 
Beginning with tlie month of September, there 
was a slight increase in tlie death rate for influenza and pneumonia, not 
enough, liowever, to warrant the conclusion that the epidemic conditions 
of last year would be repeated. 


Public health oiTieials, and the health service of the life insurance 
companies, are watching carefully the current mortality returns with a 
view to controlling, so far as poi?sible, any unfavorable mortality situation, 
should it arise. The United States public health service has suggested that 
local and state health departments outline an adequate program for the 
control of epidemics of respiratory disease. 
The life insurance companies 
are urging their policy holders who have had influenza or pneumonia to 
consult with their family physicians frequently in order to combat any of 
the effects of such diseases upon the heart, kidneys or lungs.

Russian Factions Are Invited to 
Confer With Commission 
From the Allies. 


O N SEA OF MARMORA ¡SLAKD 


Must Firet Cease Military Operations 
—Majority 
Socialists 
Victors 
in 
German 
Elections — British 
Plan for League of Nations 
Presented—I rish Par- 
liament Meets.

Realizing that they cannot establish 
peace in the world while Russia is at 
war with herself and her neighbors, 
the supreme council of the peace con- 
gross has invited all Russian factions 
0 send representatives to the rrinces* 
slands in the sea of Marmora, that 
they may there confer with I'epresenta- 
tlves of the associated powers with a 
View to bringing about an understand- 
ing by which Russia may work out her 
own purposes in peaceful ways. 
It 
was 
stipulated 
that 
the 
Russian 
factions must first cease all military 
action, and the invitation made plain 
that the allied powers had no intention 
or desire of interfering with the right 
of the Russians to settle their differ- 
ences In tlielr own way, 
February 15 
was set as the date of tho opening of 
the conference. 


This solution of the Russian prob- 
lem was presented 
to 
the supreme 
council by Pi'esident Wilson and in the 
main Is on the lines of the action pro- 
posed by Premier Lloyd George. 
At 
first the French, who admittedly are 
afraid of the spread of bolshevism in 
their own country, were opposed to 
treating in any way with the Russian 
bolshevlsts, but Ihey yielded to the 
opinion of the majority. 
It was be- 
lieved that 
the contending 
factions 
would accept tho Invitation, since their 
f'"resources are nearly exhausted. 
TIic 
f 
bolsheviki were severeiy^defeated very 
recently in northern Russia, and there 
are numerous and extensive peasant 
risings against their rule in the terri- 
tory they have controlled. 


It is understood that the allied com- 
missioners who will meet the Russians 
will state these four conditions as be- 
ing indispensable in bringing about an 
adjustment: 
First—Peace at all points. 
Second—Removal 
of all 
economic 
barriers which restrain the free circu- 
lation or exchange of food and com- 
modities between the factional zones 
and tiie outside world. 


Tliird—General elections on a repre- 
Bentatlve basis. 


Fourth—iioiue 
adequate 
arrange- 
ment for the payment of debts. 


The plan of the supreme 
council 
was very badly received by the antl 
bolshevik 
Russian 
leaders 
now 
in 
I'arls. 
Their comments were biiter in 
the extreme and Serglus fSazanolT, rep 
resentatlve 
of 
tho 
governments 
of 
Kkaterlnodar and Omsk, declared he 
would not sit In conference M'lili tlie 
traitors who had botrayed his country, 


Decision was reached 
by Die su- 
preme council Jast week on anotlier 
very troublesome matter—tiie X^olish 
question. 
It was determined to send 
at once to study this problejn a mls- 
Bion composed of a military and a civil 
delegate from the United Slates, Great 
lirUain, France and Italy.

tablespoonful of thick cream to the

Toasted Potatoes Regarded 
Good Substitute for Bread 
—Skins Add to the Flavor 


The United States this year, it ap- 
pears, will have to feed 
practically 
all of Europe. 
Every suggestion for 
conservation of food and variation In 
preparation is welcome and an arti- 
cle In Good Housekeeping has special 
value In this connection. To quote: 


'Tt is plainly a patriotic duty to use 
potatoes as a bread substitute. 
The 
nearest approach to conventional meth- 
ods of cooking potatoes for a bread 
substitute is, of course, a perfectly 
baked potato, but a perfectly baked 
potato is rare as a day in June. 


"Even 
a 
perfectly 
baked 
potato 
served at the psychological moment 
does not give that subtle sense of 
bread function that the piece of bread 
or toast, held in hand affords. 


"Prepare good-sized potatoes as if 
to bake, being more scrupulously care- 
ful tlian usual to scrub and cleanse 
the skin carefully and remove all bad 
spots. 
Cut the perfectly cleansed po- 
tato lengthwise into slices one-fourth 
of an inch thick. 
Put the slices loose- 
ly into a wire basket or steamer and 
steam until they are properly 'tem- 
pered'—that is, until they are in part 
but not completely cooked. If they are 
completely cooked by the steam, they | 65 Per Cent Of FireS Of 
are.of no particular value as a bread 
substitute. 
As a rule, about ten min- 
utes' steaming is adequate. 
After this 
initial steaming, dry the slices well 
between clean towels and toast as you 
would slices of bread, or put then in 
a wire basket or perforated pan and 
bake in a very hot oven until the slices 
are delicately browned on both sides. 
Sprinkle lightly with salt. 
Serve as 
you would toast. 
The skins can be re- 
moved before serving or while eat- 
ing, but if one is a connoisseur, a real 
disciple of Epicurus, with as much love 
of flavor and conservation as a boy or 
animal, he will eat the toasted slices 
skin and all."

American Housewives Profit 
From the Lessons in Thrift 
As Taught by French Chefs 


The Fronch chef, tho acknowledged 
world leader of the art of the cuisine, 
Is the product of a country that sui> 
passes all others in the practice ol 
thrift. 


But tho necessity of keeping her 
food budget within 
strict limits 
ia 
spite of war prices has led many an 
American housewife to 'discover for 
herself some of the secrets of the 
French chef in making 
inexpensive 
and formerly neglected food into deli- 
cacies fit for a king. 


Especially has this been so in tho 
preparation of meat for our American 
tables. 
The following are some of the 
secrets of the French chef that the 
American 
housewife has 
discovereû 
for herself. 


Flank steak, which costs much less 
than top sirloin or round steak, makes 
an excellent roast. I t can also be pot 
roasted or used as chop steak. 


Chuck or round steak costs much 
less tlian porterhouse or sirloin. These 
cuts should be cooked by "moist" heat 
or made tender by mechanical means, 
as in "hamburger." 


Beef neck is juicy and well flavored. 
It makes a good pot roast and the 
very best stews and soups. 


The cross rib makes an excellent pot 
roast and there is no waste. 


Shin of beef makes a good "beef a: 
la mode." 
Cut it up as for stew; 
brown pieces in hot fat ; then add wa- 
ter; cook In a pot the same as pot 
roast, and serve with gravy. 


Shin of beef makes a most nourish- 
ing soup and the meat can be taken 
from the pot afterward and served 
with horseradish sauce. 


If you buy a rib roast of 
beef^ 
have your butcher cut the rib end off 
so that you can use it for making 
soup. If it is left on and roasted with 
the rest of the meat it is 
largelj^ 
wasted. 


For corned beef, the flank piece, the 
navel piece and the brisket piece cost 
the least. These cuts are palatable and 
the left-over portions can be made into- 
a delicious hash-.

as for many purposes coal Is much 
paoro 
convenient. 
But 
for 
heating 
many kinds of buildings wood is the 
more 
convenient 
and cheaper 
fuel. 
This is particularly true in the case 
of churches, halls, summer 
cottages 
and other bullalngs for which heat is 
required only occasionally but then is 
wanted in large volume at short no- 
tice.

fore, made a lucky escape. 
The nota- 
ble munition plant losses included the 
Canadian Car and Foundry's plant at 
Klngsland, N. J., involving a loss of 
$12,000,000; the DuPont Powder plant 
at Haskell, N. J., causing $1,500,000 
loss; the munition plant of tho Union 
Switch and Signal company at Pitts* 
burgh, causing a loss of 
$4,200,000, 
and the Washburn Wire works at New; 
York city, with a loss of $1,100,000. 


The aggregate fire waste 
of 
the 
United States and Canada during the 
past 40 years, from 1S78 to 1917, In- 
clusive, reaches the appalling total of 
$6,480.267,560, showing an annual av- 
erage property destruction of 
$162,- 
006,698. 
It Is generally conceded by 
those who make a study of fire loss 
causes that fully 65 per cent of the 
fires of this country are due to pre- 
ventable causes. 
On this basis of cal- 
culation the preventable fire losses of 
the country during the past 40 years 
reach the total of $4,212,173,900,

Russian Factions Are Invited to 
Confer With Commission 
From the Allies. 


ON SEA OF MARMORA ISLAND 


Must First Cease Military Operations 
— Majority Socialists Victors in 
German 
Elections — British 
Plan for League of Nations 
Presented— Irish Par­ 
liament Meets. 


By EDWARD W. PICKARD. 


Realizing that they cannot establish 
peace in the world while Russia is at 
war with herself and her neighbors, 
the supreme council of the peace con- 
gross has invited all Russian factions 
E 
o send representatives to the Princes’ 
slands in the sea of Marmora, that 
they may there confer with representa­ 
tives of the associated powers with a 
view to bringing about an understand­ 
ing by which Russia may work out her 
own purposes in peaceful ways. 
It 
was 
stipulated 
that the 
Russian 
factions must first cease all military 
action, and the invitation made plain 
that the allied powers had no intention 
or desire of interfering with the right 
of the Russians to settle their differ­ 
ences in their own way. February 15 
was set as the date of the opening of 
the conference. 


This solution of the Russian prob­ 
lem was presented to the supreme 
council by President Wilson and in the 
main Is on the lines of the action pro­ 
posed by Premier Lloyd George, 
At 
first the French, who admittedly are 
afraid of the spread of bolshevism in 
their own country, were opposed to 
treating in any way with the Russian 
bolshevists, but they yielded to the 
opinion of the majority. 
It was be­ 
lieved that the contending factions 
would accept the invitation, since their 
'"resources are nearly exhausted. 
The 
bolshevik! were severely*clefeated very 
recently in northern Russia, and there 
are numerous and extensive peasant 
risings against their rule in the terri­ 
tory they have controlled. 


It is understood that the allied com­ 
missioners who will meet the Russians 
will state these four conditions as be­ 
ing indispensable in bringing about an 
adjustment: 


First—Peace at all points. 
Second—Removal of ail economic 
barriers which restrain the free circu­ 
lation or exchange of food and com­ 
modities between the factional zones 
and the outside world. 


Third—General elections on a repre­ 
sentative basis. 


Fourth—Some 
adequate 
arrange­ 
ment for the payment of debts. 


The plan of the supreme council 
was very badly received by the anti­ 
bolshevik 
Russian 
leaders 
now 
in 
Paris. 
Their comments were bitter in 
the extreme and »Sergius Sazanoff, rep» 
resentative of the governments of 
Kkaterjnodar and Omsk, declared he 
would not sit in conference with the 
traitors who had betrayed his country,

Decision was reached by the su­ 
preme council Jast week on another 
very troublesome matter—the Polish 
question. 
It was determined to send 
at once to study this problem a mis­ 
sion composed of a military and a civil 
delegate from the United States, Great 
BrUain, France and Italy. 
Probably, 
if the Russian bolsheviki remain recal­ 
citrant, the Polish state will be set 
up as a strong barrier between them 
and western Europe.

The Temps of Paris said Jast week 
that the peace congress is Jikely to 
create two commissions, one on the 
league of nations and one on the com­

added that the American delegates 
also proposed commissions on terri­ 
torial questions, on overseas territor­ 
ies and on responsibilities. 
It is said 
m Paris that the American delegates 
tire not yet satisfied as to the respon- 
dtfiMlty of the former kaiser and his 
chiefs*for the war. In this matter they 
n.re Jikely to find themselves opposed 


to the firm, even passionate, opinion of 
tho British, French and Italians, to say 
nothing of the Belgians and Serbians.

Despite many riotous demonstrations 
by the Spartacans and Independent 
Socialists, the German elections for 
the constltutent assembly were held 
and resulted in a substantial victory 
for the Ebert faction. 
The Majority 
Socialists elected more representatives 
than any other group. The former Lib­ 
erals, now called the Geihnan Demo­ 
crats, were second, and the Spartacans 
and Independents were snowed under, 
winning only in Frankfort-on-the-Main 
and Brunswick. It was estimated the 
Majority Socialists would hold G5 per 
cent of the seats. The national assem­ 
bly is to meet on February G in Wei 
mar, capital of the grand duchy of 
Saxe-Weimar-Elsenach, in deference to 
the demand of the south German 
states, which wished to have the con­ 
vention as far as possible removed 
from the Influence of Prussia. 
Kurt 
Eisner, the Bavarian premier, failed 
of election to tho convention. 


The most radical elements in Ger­ 
many are making capital out of the 
brutal murder of Liebknecht and Rosa 
Luxemburg, the Spartacan leaders, and 
in many places general strikes were 
started in protest. 
Bremen was re­ 
ported to bo in the hands of the work­ 
ingmen, who had seized the barracks, 
the banks and public buildings and dis­ 
armed the garrison. 
At Remseheid 
all work was stopped. 
There were 
serious riots In Leipsie and other cities, 
but in Berlin the disturbers were scat­ 
tered by the firm measures adopted by 
Gustav Koske, head of the government 
police.

One of the worst beatings the bol­ 
sheviki of Russia have received was 
afler the capture «f Narva by the 
Esthonhins, and the victors declare it 
amounted to a complete rout. 
The 
Esthonlan army at oucv moved on 
Petrograd, taking many prisoners and 
guns. London heard that Trotzky or­ 
dered the governor />f Petrograd to 
surrender the city without a struggle. 
In the Archangel region tlu* bolsheviki 
kept up a vigorous attack on tlij? ad­ 
vanced positions of the Americans and 
loyal Russians and were boasting lhai 
in the Kadish vicinity they would drive 
the allies into the White sea in March. 
They seem to be well supplied with

The British draft of a league of na­ 
tions was submitted to the peace dele­ 
gates Jast week by Lord Robert Cecil, 
who said it was his opinion that an in­ 
ternational tribunal with absolutely 
binding powers is not practical at the 
present time. The British plan follows 
tiie ideas of General Smuts, the South 
African leader, and contemplates a 
league relying largely on public opin­ 
ion and having tiie power to impose 
delay on disputants before resort to 
arms.

They 
elected Charles Burgess speaker and 
appointed Count Plunkett, Arthur Grif­ 
fiths and Prof. Edward De Valera a 
committee to present to the peace con­ 
ference at Paris the claims of Ireland 
to self-determination. 
The last two 
named arc In English prisons. 
The 
proceedings of the "parliament” were 
conducted so far as possible in the 
Irish Celtic language, with lapses into 
English when the former failed. 


The government took absolutely no 
notice of the meeting of the “Dail 
Eirennn," as the Irish call their as­ 
sembly, although It was in the Man­ 
sion house, under the very shadow of 
Dublin castle. Loyal citizens hung out 
an unusual number of union jacks and 
some returned soldiers growled a bit, 
but there was no disorder. The Brit­ 
ish government apparently intends to 
ignore the Sinn Fein republic until it 
undertakes to enforce laws that are in 
conflict with those estblished by the 
British; then the trouble is likely to 
begin. 
In the opinion of the loyal 
Irish press, the purpose of the “par 
liament” is to attract the attention of 
the world, especially the peace confer­ 
ence, to tiie case of the Sinn Feinorl­ 
and the latter expected and hoped th< 
assembly would be suppressed by the 
police. 
In this the British fooled 
them, not desiring to create any more 
Irish martyrs than necessity compels. 
If Count Plunkett lakes the Sinn Fein 
declaration to {lie peace conference it 
is likely to be quietly pigeon-holed.

The Value of Salads In tho Diet. 
Salads are invaluable in the diet as 
they supply water, mineral salts, acids, 
cellulose and flavor when prepared 
from vegetables and fruits. Meat, fish, 
eggs and cheese supply protein and 
fat while starchy vegetables furnish 
fuel food. 
The salad dressings are 
an important part of the salad as re­ 
gards nutrition, for they are valuable 
fuel foods. 


The materials used in making sal­ 
ads a re : 
Raw vegetables, 
cooked 
vegetables, eggs, meat, fish, cheese, 
nuts and fruit. 
With such a variety 
from which to choose, there is no need 
of monotony. 


Cafcutta Salad. 


Take one cupful of soft cheese, one- 
half cupful of grated American cheese, 
one cupful of whipped cream, three- 
fourths of a tablespoonful of gelatin, 
one teaspoonful of salt, and a few 
dashes of paprika. 
Soak the gelatin 
in the cold water, add the hot wrater 
to dissolve it. 
Soften the cheese with 
a little plain cream, add the gAted 
cheese and the whipped cream, the gel­ 
atin, the salt and the paprika. 
Turn 
into molds and chill. 
Garnish with, 
pimento or stuffed olives and aspara­ 
gus tips. 
Serve on lettuce with 
French dressing. 


French Dressing. 


The amount of acid will vax*y with 
the kind of salad on which it is to 
be used. 
One tablespoonful of vine­ 
gar to three of oil is a good combina­ 
tion, and half a teaspoonful of salt 
and a few dashes of paprika. 
This 
dressing may be changed by adding a 
tablcspoonful of thick cream to the 
French dressing, a tablespoonful of 
chopped onion, parsley, or green pep­ 
per. 
The dressing should be well 
blended by beating with a Dover egg 
beater, then add the chopped vege­ 
tables and let stand for at least an 
hour to season. 
Beat again before 
serving. 


Fruit Salad Dressing. 


Beat two eggs until very light, add 
three tablespoonfuls of melted butter, 
beating constantly while adding the

stirring constantly.

Toasted Potatoes Regarded 
Good Substitute for Bread 
— Skins Add to the Flavor 


The United States this year, It ap­ 
pears, will have to feed practically 
all of Europe. 
Every suggestion for 
conservation of food and variation in 
preparation is welcome and an arti­ 
cle In Good Housekeeping has special 
value in this connection. To quote: 


“It is plainly a patriotic duty to use 
potatoes as a bread substitute. 
The 
nearest approach to conventional meth­ 
ods of cooking potatoes for a bread 
substitute is, of course, a perfectly 
baked potato, but a perfectly baked 
potato is rare as a day in June. 


“Even a perfectly baked potato 
served at the psychological moment 
does not give that subtle sense of 
bread function that the piece of bread 
or toast, held in hand affords. 


“Prepare good-sized potatoes as if 
to bake, being more scrupulously care­ 
ful than usual to sm ib and cleanse 
the skin carefully and remove all bad 
spots. 
Cut the perfectly cleansed po­ 
tato lengthwise into slices one-fourth 
of an inch thick. 
Put the slices loose­ 
ly into a wire basket or steamer and 
steam until they are properly 'tem­ 
pered’—that is, until they are in part 
but not completely cooked. If they are

American Housewives Profit 
From the Lessons in Thrift 
As Taught by French Chefs 


The French chef, the acknowledged 
world leader of the art of the cuisine, 
Is the product of a country that sui> 
passes all others in the practice ol 
thrift. 


But the necessity of keeping her 
food budget within strict limits la 
spite of war prices has led many an 
American housewife to 'discover for 
herself some of the secrets of the 
French chef in making inexpensive 
and formerly neglected food into deli­ 
cacies fit for a king. 


Especially has this been so in tho 
preparation of meat for our American 
tables. The following are some of the 
secrets of the French chef that the 
American housewife has discovered 
for herself. 


Flank steak, which costs much less 
than top sirloin or round steak, makes 
an excellent roast. It can also be pot 
roasted or used as chop steak. 


Chuck or round steak costs much 
less than porterhouse or sirloin. These 
cuts should be cooked by “moist” heat 
or made tender by mechanical means, 
as in “hamburger.” 


Beef neck is juicy and well flavored. 
It makes a good pot roast and the 
very best stews and soups. 


The cross rib makes an excellent pot 
roast and there is no waste. 


Shin of beef makes a good “beef a: 
la mode.” 
Cut It up as for stew; 
brown pieces in hot f a t ; then add wa­ 
ter; cook in a pot the same as pot 
roast, and serve with gravy. 


Shin of beef makes a most nourish­ 
ing soup and the meat can be taken 
from the pot afterward and served 
with horseradish sauce. 


If you buy a rib roast of beef* 
have your butcher cut the rib end off 
so that you can use it for making 
soup. If it is left on and roasted with 
the rest of the meat it is largely 
wasted. 


For corned beef, the flank piece, the 
navel piece and the brisket piece cost 
the least. These cuts are palatable and 
the left-over portions can be made into- 
a delicious hasl>. 


are,of no particular value as a bread 
substitute. 
As a rule, about ten min­ 
utes’ steaming is adequate. 
After this 
initial steaming, dry the slices well 
between clean towels and toast as you 
would slices of bread, or put their in 
a wrire basket or perforated pan and 
bake in a very hot oven until the slices 
are delicately browned on both sides. 
Sprinkle lightly with salt. 
Serve as 
you would toast.

flagration swelled the total to $450,- 
710,009. 
Tho 1917 record is nearly 
$36,000,000 in excess of tho previous 
year’s figures and over $84,000,000 
larger than the fire losses of 1915. 


The world war was a contributing 
factor in 1917’s unusual record. 
In 
somp instances where the heaviest 
war .munition losses occurred there 
was little or no insurance against firo 
carried, and the underwriters, there­ 
fore, made a lucky escape. The nota­ 
ble munition plant losses included the 
Canadian Car and Foundry’s plant at 
Kingsland, N. J., involving a loss of 
$12,000,000; the DuPont Powder plant 
at Haskell, N. J., causing $1,500,000 
loss; the munition plant of the Union 
Switch and Signal company at Pitts­ 
burgh, causing a loss of $4,200,000, 
and the Washburn Wire works at New, 
York city, with a loss of $1,100,000. 


Tho aggregate fire waste of the 
United States and Canada during the 
past 40 years, from 1S78 to 1917, in* 
elusive, reaches the appalling total of 
$6,480,267,500, showing an annual av­ 
erage property destruction of $162,-

Paris.—Eradication of all traces of 
the 52 months' war has already begun 
everywhere along the old station.iry 
front which marked the line of the op- 
posing armies since the inception of a 
war of position. 


Barbed wire entanglements are oe- 
ing torn up. trenches are being filled 
In. camouflage is being taken down, 
narrow-gauge railways removed, and 
shell dumps and other depots for ma- 
terial being transported away. 


This is the first time that any field 
fortifications have been permitted to 
be touched by the civilian population. 
Rven after the Germans had 
been 
driven from the Chateau Thierry re- 
gion south of the Marne to north of 
the Vesle, the military authorities re- 
fused to permit barbed wire to be 
taken up or earthworks filled in. 


In most cases this work is being 
clone by civilians, but everywhere with 
the release of the older classes of 
French soldiers and the numerous re- 
formes—wounded discharged from the 
arniy--there are enough men familiar 
^vith field works to supervise the re- 
moval of them. 


Difficult Work. 
It is no easy matter for the novice 
to pull up barbed wire, and in places, 
particularly 
in 
the 
Juvigny 
region 
north of the Aisne, where the Thirty- 
second division fought with General 
Hangings superb Tenth army and won 
for themselves the sobriquet of 
Tigers," the entanglements cover hun- 
dreds of acres; the belts being hun- 
dreds of yards in depth. 
This wire 
tlates back from September, 1914. and 
is rusty and dangerous to handle, 
owing to the presence of tetanus mi- 
crobes. 
The newer "giant

wire," the strands of which are a 
quarter of an inch thick and which

The old wide trenches which were 
in vogue earlier in the war before the 
development of tlie minenwerfer as an 
accurate piece of ordnance, are hard 
to fill in. as their parapets have been 
washed away by rains and blasted to 
bits of shellfire. They are like great 
ditches, furrowing the earth in every 
direction. 
The 
newer. 
narrower 
trenches, shored with timber and pro- 
vided with duckboard floors are easier 
to fill in. The thrifty French first pull 
out tlie shoring and let the rain act 
on the trenches for a couple of weeks 
in which time they invariably-fall In, 
tlien they shovel over the top, smooth- 
ing !t oft 


No attempts are made to fill ih the 


dugouts, the entrances merely being 
toarded 
up 
and 
covered 
over. 
In 
many of these German dugouts there 
are infernal machines and man traps 
likely to explode when the first peiu 
son enters. Loose boards on the stairs 
or bits of string stretched across the 
entrance set oir explosives. 
In many 
other dugouts there are corpses of 
friends or foes, killed underground by 
bombs hurled down the exits. 


All roads in the zone where the op- 
posing armies have swayed back and 
forth are lined with fox iioles, as the

doughboys 
call 
the 
tiny 
shelter caves they are taught to dig 
rsvixh bayonets 
and 
mess kits 
and 
which provide such wonderful shelter 
against shrapnel. 
Everywhere in the

Thrifty French Already Cleaning 
Up Battle Ground to 
Plant Grain. 


TASK MOST DIFFICULT CNE 


Removing of Barbed Wire Entangle­ 
ments Is No Easy Matter—Nar­ 
row' Gauge 
Railways 
Being 
Torn Up and Trenches 
Filled In. 


Paris.—Eradication of all traces of 
the 52 months’ war has already begun 
everywhere along the old stationary 
front which marked the line of the op­ 
posing armies since the inception of a 
war of position. 


Barbed wire entanglements are*be­ 
ing torn up, trenches are being filled 
In, camouflage is being taken down, 
narrow-gauge railways removed, and 
shell dumps and other depots for ma­ 
terial being transported away. 


This is the first time that any field 
fortifications have been permitted to 
be touched by the civilian population. 
Even after the Germans had been 
driven from the Chateau Thierry re­ 
gion south of the Marne to north of 
the Vesle, the military authorities re­ 
fused to permit barbed wire to be 
taken up or earthworks filled in. 


In most cases this work is being 
done by civilians, but everywhere with 
the release of the older classes of 
French soldiers and the numerous re­ 
formes—-wounded discharged from the 
■army—?th ere are enough men familiar 
with field works to supervise the re­ 
moval of them. 


Difficult Work. 


It is no easy matter for the novice 
to pull up barbed wire, and in places, 
particularly 
in 
the Juvigny 
region 
north of the Aisne, where the Thirty- 
second division fought with General 
Mangin’s superb Tenth army and won 
for themselves the sobriquet of “The 
Tigers,” the entanglements cover hun­ 
dreds of acres; the belts being hun­ 
dreds of yards in depth. 
This wire 
dates back from September, 1914, and 
is rusty and dangerous to handle, 
owing to the presence of tetanus mi­ 
crobes. 
The newer “giant German 
wire,” the strands of which are a 
quarter. of an inch thick and which 
bristle with barbs, is equally lmrd to 
remove. 


The old wide trenches which were 
in vogue earlier in the war before the 
development of the minemverfer as an 
accurate piece of ordnance, are hard 
to fill in, as their parapets have been 
washed away by rains and blasted to 
bits of shellfire. 
They are like great 
ditches, furrowing the earth in every 
direction. 
The 
newer, 
narrower 
trenches, shored with timber and pro­ 
vided with duckboard floors are easier 
to fill In. The thrifty French first pull 
out the shoring and lei the rain act 
on the trenches for a couple of weeks 
in which time they invariably fall in, 
then they shovel over the top, smooth­ 
ing It off. 


No attempts are made to fill in the 
dugouts, the entrances merely being 
boarded 
up and 
covered 
over. In 
many of these German dugouts there 
are infernal machines and man traps 
likely to explode when the first peiv 
son enters. Loose boards on the stairs 
or bits of string stretched across the 
entrance set off explosives. 
In many 
other dugouts there are corpses of 
friends or foes, killed underground by 
bombs hurled down the exits, 


All roads in the zone where the op­ 
posing armies have swayed back and 
forth are lined with fox holes, as the 
American 
doughboys 
call 
the 
tiny 
¿shelter caves they are taught to dig 
«with bayonets and mess kits and 
which provide such wonderful shelter 
against shrapnel. 
Everywhere In the 
belt of ’terrain marking the extreme 
Unfits of the passage of the fighting 
.troops there Are endless rows of these 
twe holes dug Into the ditches beside 


the roads. 
They tell the silent talas 
of bodies of troops on the march spied 
out by enemy airplanes or captive bal­ 
loons and caught under concentrated 
fire by many batteries. Then the men 
are ordered to take cover, and since 
there is none to take they must im­ 
provise their ow’n slielfer. 


It is a remarkable sight to see how 
fast a soldier can dig a cave that will 
shelter his body with no implements 
but a bayonet and mess kit. 
They 
loosen the earth with the bayonet and 
scoop it out with the big, long-handled 
tin cup, sometimes working with the 
skillet in the other hand. 


Only light, Decauville railways are 
being taken up, all standard gauge 
lines which have been laid since the 
war remaining in position until such 
time as the administration determines 
what shall be done with them.

In this way they will come to under­ 
stand the value of the games and 
other act vities of the kindergarten, 
and will *ain many helpful ideas and 
suggestions, 
which 
may 
be 
used 
equally a* well in the home as in the 
kindergarten. 


And rlj.it hero should be pointed 
out the o]»portunity the kindergarten 
mother or the mother 
who knows 
something of 
kindergarten 
methods 
has in her community. 
She can start 
the rlrht spirit among the mothers 
and children all about her if she so 
desires. 
She can form mothers’ clubs 
and 
have 
a kindergarten 
training 
teacher or supervisor give talks. 
The 
spirit of kindergarten games can be 
carried into the whole 
community, 
gathering in *the fathers and mothers, 
ohtl thus greatly helping the child wel­ 
fare movement. 


How Mothers Applied Methods. 


I know a mother who never had 
nny kindergarten training, 
but be­ 
came interested in it when her babies 
were small. 
She read all the books 
she could find on the subject and 
visited many kindergartens in order 
to understand more of the value of 
play as Froebel explains It. Then the 
mother 
began 
to 
apply 
Froebel’s 
methods systematically in the home 
education of her children. 
One of 
her daughters when 
she grew up 
became a student of mathematics and 
the mother always ways that the first 
lesson in mathematics began when 
her daughter was a little girl and 
wore curls. 
As the mother brushed 
the curls each morning, 
the 
child 
would count, and add and subtract 
them and thus an instructive as wrell 
as a merry game was made out of 
what Is usually a tedious perform* 
a nee. 


This mother has brought up four 
children, but even though the boys 
and idrls* are all grown, this family 
has uever lost its play spirit. 
How' 
far we stray from the path of youth­ 
fulness and joy in starving the play 
side of our makeup! 
A man is old 
only when he lias lost the love of 
play. 
It is not merely, “Come, let us 
live with our children,“ but “Come, let 
us play with our children.“

Ilappy tho child whose lot is cast 
in a joyous musical atmosphere I There 
is thus Implanted in his Inner being 
a something which will help him to go 
through many trials 
with 
a brave 
heart and an unconquerable hope and 
faith that this is after all a good 
world. 


We constantly hoar mothers say, 
“No, my children have no talent for 
music and I shall not bother to have 
them learn anything about it.“ 


If I could feel that I had in all my 
life made a few mothers, a few teach­ 
ers, understand the difference between 
music as a performance and music as 
a life element, and thereby gained for 
a few children this power which more 
than any other stirs tho vital forces 
by which wo live, I should feel that 
my share of life's troubles were a 
small price to pay. 


Rousing Feeling for Music. 


A like misapprehension in the do­ 
main of art would banish from home I 
and school the beautiful pictures and 
art forms which awaken a love of all 
that wonderful world of beauty re­ 
vealed to the seeing eye and the ap­ 
preciative mind because, perforce, so 
very, very few children have any tal­ 
ent for drawing, painting or modeling, 


One of the first steps in rousing a 
feeling for music is to lead a child to 
listen. How much stress is laid in our 
scheme of education upon teaching a 
child to observe, to se e ; how little 
upon teaching him to hear. 
Tho eye 
is made dominant in all things and we 
lose much enjoyment which a trained 
sense of hearing might bring us. God 
made the birds beautiful, but ho also 
gave them songs, so tender, so thrill­ 
ing that the very breath stops that we 
may listen, as we sit at twilight near 
the home of wfood thrush or song spar­ 
row. 


To the open ear is not the gentle, 
silvery murmur of the brook as it calls 
through the forest as keen a delight 
as is its crystal shimmer in a setting 
of green, when wo have followed its 
call and found its home? 


Let us not forget that tho morning 
stars sang together, and that he who 
created them meant his children to 
hear their music In tho melodies and 
harmonies of all his great creation. 


The child brought up in tho city 
hasn’t the beautiful sounds of nature 
from which to get his first lessons in 
listening, but mother and kindorgart- 
ner can make use of what they have. 
Even the scissors grinder and rag­ 
man help us out here. 
One of my lit­ 
tle pupils, the daughter of musical 
parents, gained her first idea of imi­ 
tating sounds correctly from a rag­ 
man’s call. 


Lesson From the Rag Man. 


As we were having our lesson one 
day we heard this song come—I was 
going to say float—in at the window, 
but the ragman’s tones are rather too 
strenuous to be called floating tones: 
“Iiags, rags, ra g s; any old rags or 
bott’s.” The tune can be written thus. 
Do si la sol sol sol do do, but no wrords 
can describe the quality of the tones. 
At once I Imitated the theme and lit­ 
tle Frances, to my great surprise, Imi­ 
tated me exactly, whereas before this 
she had hardly been able to get one 
single note correctly. 
His tune w*as 
unique and it appealed to her. 


Lead the children to listen in every 
way you can think of. Tap on differ­ 
ent substances, 'wood, glass, silver. 
You may find a lampshade that gives 
forth a definite musical pitch. 
Play 
tunes on tumblers, tuning them to mu­ 
sical pitches by varying the quantity 
of water in theiy and striking lightly 
with silver knife or spoon. 
This de­ 
vice I found most useful in arousing 
interest in music in a boy who seemed 
to have no musical instinct whatever. 


A writer says: “The greater part of 
children’s time is spent in elaborato 
impersonation and make-believe, and 
the entire basis of their education Is 
acquired through tills directly assim­ 
ilative faculty.“ 
This applies most 
forcibly to music and gives to those 
who have the care of children almost 
unlimited opportunity for developing 
musical expression. 


A lullaby song at the child’s bedside 
at night is a benediction beyond esti­ 
mate.
